Ottawa— The use of force as 
a catalyst for social change in 
Northern Ireland is completely 
justified, says Bernadette 
Devlin, a spokesperson for the 
Northern Ireland liberation 
movement. 

Speaking at Carleton 
University Saturday, Devlin 
criticized the "wooly minded 
liberals of the world" for their 
criticism of the use of violence 
by the IRA. 

"They tell us not to push too 
hard, to take it easy because 
we'll bring the filth of racism 
into the streets. So keep it easy, 
go slow, put up with it for 
another 50 years while we get 
on with educating the rest of 
the classes," she said. 

“The problem with this is 
that something happens to an 
oppressed people. No matter 
how long they have quiejly 
/suffered oppression, once you 
have gotten off of your knees, 
and on your feet, oppression 
becomes intolerable." 

Devlin traced the roots of the 
recent escalation in Northern 
Ireland’s fight for liberation to 
the movement for the liberation 
of American Blacks in the 
1960’s. “When we heard Martin 
Luther King and Malcolm X, our 
reaction was that these people 
were speaking for us, that 
Martin Luther King’s dream 
was our dream, and his demand 
for dignity was our demand for 
dignity, because in Irish society 
we represented the same 
position as the Black people in 
America." 

Devlin said that the desire for 
Catholic rights does not negate 
the rights of Irish Protestants, 
just as the struggle of 
American Blacks does not 
negate the rights of American 
whites. 

"The working class is always 
unequally divided, which helps 
to foster racism. The Protestant 
working class in Northern 
Ireland is not economically 
much better off than we are. 
They are only one step above 
us on the ladder, just as the 
American white working class 
Is only one step above the 
Black Working class. But, 
because prejudice, fear and 
ignorance work, they see any 
movement beneath them as a 
threat. Instead of working with 
us to get the people at the top, 
they actually work with the 
people at the top to try and 
keep us down. 



The problem, she said, is not 
one of Protestant against 
Catholic, but rather of the Irish 
against British imperialism. 

"Violence will decrease only 
by the withdrawal of the 16,500 
British troops from Northern 
Ireland)), she said.

They eat, and they sleep, and 
they urinate, and do everything 
else that nature requires them 
to do— two or three men to a 
cell six weeks at a time, in their 
fight for political status. 

"After six. weeks they get 
'taken out and hosed down, 
their cells are hosed, and they 
are thrown in again while it’s 
still wet. The campaign for 
political status has gone on 



since March 2, 1976, and not 
one of these kids has broken," 
said Devlin. 

Recently, Princess Margaret, 
while on a tour of America, said 
that “the Irish are pigs”. 

Commented Devlin: "The 
only difference between 
Princess Margaret and 
Margaret Thatcher is that 
Princess Margaret hasn’t got 
the sense to keep her mouth 
shut. The truth of the matter is 
that Maggie Thatcher thinks 
we’re pigs, the British govern- 
ment things we’re pigs, and 
they treat our prisoners like 
they're pigs."

Weekend break-in 
at Women’s Union

A weekend break-in has left 
the McGill Women's Union 
offices minus a doorknob 
although nothing appears to 
have been stolen. 

Students’ Society program 
director Earle Taylor said the 
break-in was "discovered late 
Saturday night by Union por- 
ters." 

Taylor said Montreal police 
have not been called to in- 
vestigate the incident. 

"There is no need," he said, 
"McGill security has been 
informed." 

Entry was gained by forcing 
the. heavy wooden door with a 



metal bar. 

"It looks like a crowbar was 
used. The doorknob was 
completely bent," said Taylor. 

Damage to the door was 
estimated at $200. 

Dana Lear, vp of the 
Women’s Union said "the of- 
fices looked normal. Nothing 
had been rifled through." 

She said an envelope con- 
taining $15 left lyining on a 
table had not been touched. 

What motivated the break-in 
is unclear. Taylor said he 
considered it "strictly a case of 
vandalism" although only the 
door was damaged. 

"I have absolutely no idea 
why this happened," said Lear.

Only 80 
Champlain students have 
signed their names, while at 
one, of the Vanier campuses, 
200 have signed to date. 

Bruce Rosen, president of 
the Student Council at Vanier 
Snowden, explained that Vanier 
students are "very apathetic" 
and "won’t care until it hits 
them in the face." 

Some nursing students at 
Vanier have signed the petition. 
Nursing is one of the main 
areas of study affected by the 
ruling.

I am writing this letter in 
order to clear up any mis- 
understanding that may have 
arisen from an article by 
Heather Tisdale entitled 
"McGill students divided on 
RAEU," which appeared In The 
Daily Oct 12. 

I was correctly quoted as 
saying that NUS and ANEQ 
don’t allow student councils 
the right to quit the organiza- 
tions. The rationale behnid this 
policy and the whole issue of 
McGill joining RAEU were only 
superficially .cqvered In my 
statements which ^appeared In 
the Daily. • 

First of all, student organiza- 
tions such as NUS (National 
Union of Students) and ANEQ 
don't allow studept 'councils to 
pull out of- the organizations 
because it must- be the stu- 
dents themselvpp- who make 
this all Important decision. In 
order to join these organiza- 
tions a vote of the stüdent body 
must be held and the results 
must naturally be affirmative. 
This gives ANEQ or NUS a 
direct mandate from the stu- 
dents to not only collect a tee 
of one dollar per student but 
also to do lobbying and re- 
search on their behalf. 

Because of the Importance of 
the decision to affiliate with a 
national organization which 
every student would be a 
member of, it is only fair and 



democratic to hold a vote of all 
students to decide on whether 
or not to join or pull out. This is 
a decision which should not 
rest with councils who them- 
selves oftentimes have a very 
questionable mandate. 

Although i disagree with the 
decision made by McGill stu- 
dents last year to not join 
ANEQ, I respect that decision 
because it was made in a 
democratic fashion. 

The executive of this year’s 
Students’ Society, however, 
seems to be Intent on Ignoring 
democratic principles by re- 
commending that McGill join 
RAEU -at a cost of $8,000 
without even having a refer- 
endum to see what the student 
body thinks. I believe that it is a 
moral issue whether or not 
McGill students should join 
RAEU, although the $8,000 
cost Is also very Important. 

• The whole issue of whether 
or not to join RAEU should be 
put before the students and not 
decided in the back rooms of 
the students’ society offices. 
By having a referendum on 
RAEU, the students of McGill 
will have an opportunity to hear 
'of the benefits that it as well as 
ANEQ has to offer. 

As for myself, I believe that 
ANEQ has done a tremendous 
job for the post-secondary 
students in this province. 
Quebec is the only province In 
Canada which hasn't received a 
tuition increase in the past five 
years. It is the only province . 
where students don't have to 
pay any tuition for college. This 
is due in large part to ANEQ. 
Any move to divide the student 
movement in this province by 
having two provincial student 
organizations representing 

post-secondary students 
would only be playing Into the 
hands of the government.

Boland Is critical of western 
governments’ policies of co- 
operation with the South Afri- 
can government as a means of 
encouraglngjiberalization.

Without such support, 
it likely could not survive long, 
and could certainly never en- 
force the great number of 
repressive statutes It has en- 
acted, or maintain the largest 
and most sophisticated army in 
Africa, as it does now. 

“The African National Con- 
gress, as well as the Zimbabwe 
and Namblan /liberation 
movements express the real 
voice of the majority and they 
are 100 percent in favor of 
disinvestment." 
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
